Paris, Aug. 31 —A dispatch from Ha 
Noi, the capital of Tonquin, says that last 
Monday night Chinese attacked the house 
of M. Chaillet, collector of customs at Mon- 
kai, killed him and kidnapped his wife and 
daughter. TroopB were sent out in pursuit 
of the Chinese, but f ailed to overtake them. 

The America's Cup, 
London, Sept. 1. — The Field s&ys this 
morning : " We understand that Lord 
Dunraven and the yaohtsmen assooiated 
with him are desirous that tho next contest 
for the America's cup he soiled ofF Newport 
instead of Now Vork, in crder to 
avoid excursion steamers. Another point 
to be asked for is that the challenger should 
not be required to name tho yaoht till tho 
close of the English races, so that in case of 
two or more being built the best can he 
selected. This is in acccrd with the 
proposed Victoria cup arrangement, 
long as the dimensions, sailing 
longth, etc., are adhered to, Another point 
for decision relates to the length of the load 
lino and tho measurement with the crew 
aboard. It is thought that the eighty-foot 
load lino should not be exceeded " 



MONTREAL MATTERS. 

The Fulling oil" In 0. P. R. Receipts Did Not 
Affect Local Trullie. 

Montreal, Aug. 31. — The doproaaion, 
which resulted in a very serious falling off 
in tho earnings of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way for tho past Bix months, was never 
nottcoablo in tho local trcllic, which has 
been remarkably good throughout the 
spring and summer, In was the freight and 
long distance travelling that told tho sad 
story. 

It is understood tho Government has de- 
cided to make tho channel in Lake St 
Louis, starting at Laohine wharf, ot a depth 
of sixtocn feet with a width in proportion 
until deep water is roached Thia will en- 
able eteamerB for points along tho lake to 
avoid tho groat circuit now necessary. Tho 
estimated cost of the work is S:iOO,000 

Threo French warships are expected next 
week.

Hudson Day Railway Scheme-From Calgary 
by Road-Crop Reports Better 
Than Expected. 

Winnipeg, Aur, 31. -(Special)— Many 
rumors have been current the last two days 
regarding tho revival of the Hudson Bay 
railway scheme. It is understood that 
Messrs. Mann ft Holt, the old oontraotorB, 
etlil have a claim of §150,000 or §160,000 
against the road which can only bo realized 
on if the road is reorganized and pushed 
forward, Thoso gentlemen are here with 
Mr. Mackenzie, of Toronto, and have boen 
holding informal interviews with the local 
government regarding the road. 

A young Englishman namod Wellington 
arrived this morning, having drivon all the 
way from Calgary in a light covered wagon. 
Tho time occupied was one month and tbr?o 
days. 

The weekly report cf the Northern Paoifio 
ugentB throughout tho provinco to General 
Agent Swinford is hotter this week than 
ever before and indicates that the crops are 
turning out better than expected, while the 
weather has been all that could bo desired. 
Grain is a muoh larger yield than had been 
estimated. 

The CP R has reduced ratoa on produce 
on their Edmonton branch. 

A woman accomplice of tho robbers along 
the North shore of Lake Superior has been 
sontencod to three yearB 1 imprisonment, 
She was caught by tho polioe of this city. 



HEAL FIGHTING. 



Japanese Warships Bombarding Chin- 
ese Forts— The Conflict in 
Progress. 



Anxiety as to the Situation— Import- 
ant Engagement In 
Progress. 



London, Aug. 31.— A dispatch to the 
Central News from Shanghai says: A Chee 
Foo dispatch states that tho Japanese wor- 
ships, conveying a number of transports, 
landed troops at Liau Tie Shan on August 
30th. These troops were marohed ab once 
upon Poit Arthur, tho Japanese warships 
in tho meantime bombarding the forte at 
that place. The object of the Japanese 
is to destroy tho docks and fortB at Port 
Arthur in order to prevent disabled Chinese 
vessels from sheltering there for repaire. 
The fight is still in progress. 

Shanghai, Aug. 31.— The British gun- 
boat Red Hot has sailed from Chee Foo for 
Port Arthur, Junks arriving at Chee Foo 
from New Chang report that a number of 
Japs are floating in the water at the mouth 
of tho Tatung river. Sevoral hundred 
flower boats, moored in the Canton river, 
were seb on fire and burned. Thoso on 
board were unable to escape and a thousand 
were burned to death. 

New York, Aug. 31.— Regarding the 
China-Japan tronble Naoryman Hasiguohi, 
the Japanese consul, says : " We are be- 
coming very anxious over the situation, as 
we know from movements of the troope and 
squadrons during tho month that an im- 
portant battle has probably been fought by 
this time." Relative to the cable dispatob 
that Japan had bought 200,000 needle rifles 
in Vienna, the coubuI said he thought the 
story had little or no foundation. Of the 
war dispatches from Shanghai, he said that 
little rellanco could be put upon them. 

Sr. Petersburg, Aug. 31.— Russia will 
Bend to Eist Asiatic waters tho warships 
Emperor Nicholas I, armor clad, 8,000 tons, 
24 guns, ond the Poniat Azova, armor clad, 
6,000 tons, 33 guns. Both are comparatively 
new and ore reokoned among the most pow- 
erful vessols of the Russian navy. 



SAMOA'S SITUATION. 

A Number of Natives and Others 1'ctltlon 
for Annexation to Germany. 

London, Aug. 31,— The Daily Now's cor- 
respondent in Berlin Bays "tho last mail 
from Samoa brings a petition to the Em- 
peror for annexation. Amongst the sixty- 
two signers are two Englishmen and ono 
American. Tho Gorman warship Falko had 
been nt Berkuknanio. Tho officers visited 
tho forts, and tho rebels cordially received 
thom. Young Tumases, son of Germany's 
formor protege, has joined tho rebels. The 
confusion of the government troopa is con- 
atontly growing. 

POLITICS IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

How They Dispose of Political Opponents In 
the Island Colony. 

Sr. Johns, Nf Id. -Aug. 31.— P. T. Mc- 
Grath, editor of tho St. Johns' Herald, tho 
organ of tho Goodridgo government of New- 
foundland, was assaulted and considerably 
injured to day by a Whitoway heelor, 
named Rice, becauso of a criticism published 
in his paper. Mr. McGrath was walking on 
tho street, when ho was attacked without 
warning, and hut for the intervention of on- 
lookers ho would probably havo been seri- 
ously hurt, as Rico is a very powerful man, 
whilo McGrath is a slight, woak man. Ma- 
Gruth was also beaten last yoar by a son of 
Sir Robert Thorhurn. 



AT BLUEFIELDS. 



Prisoners Transported by the Nicara- 
gnau Authorities to Greytown— An. 
American's Statement. 



GERMANS IN THE U.S. 

I'rlncc UiBiiiarck Appreciates Their Remem- 
brances of Fatherland. 

London, Sepb. 1. — The Standard's Berlin 
correspondent tolls cf a recent interview be- 
tween Professor Burmeistor, of tho Balti- 
more ncoderry of music, and prince Bis- 
marck, at Varzin. Biamarok apoko of his 
great interest for tho welfaro of Germans in 
America. Professor Burmeiator replied 
that the German Americans were moBt 
deeply intoreBted in the Frinco'a welfare, 
end recognized him as tho most popular 
German in tho world. Bismarck replied : 
" I am glad to think thab tho Germans keep 
vivid their momory of tho Fatherland." 



Most Unsatisfactory Condition of 
Things-Life and Liberty 
In Danger. 



New Orleans, La., Aug. 31. — Xh* 
stoamehip Rover, arrived from Bluotiolds to- 
night and brings tho first news of tho trans- 
portation of American and English prison- 
ers to Greytown, whence thoy wero sent to 
Managua. It oIbo brought up a big batch, 
of official reports from tho Marblehead ani 
Columbia to the Navy department. The. 
first mate of tho Rover, Edward Thompson,, 
gave tho following news from there. He 
said: "The Eogliah man-of-war left Blue- 
fiolda the day beforo tho transportation, 
having the Columbia alone to protect the 
prisoners and prevent their tranBpor tattoo. 
At the preBent time, when tho policy of the 
American foreign office is known nothing: 
could have Buited tho English bettor than to 
soe American sailors rescue tho prisoners, 
English and American both, and possibly 
bombard the town, and in such a way ac- 
complish two purposoB, that is, tho libera- 
tion of the English subjects in the hands at 
the Spaniards and tho collapse of the 
American canal schome in Central America. 
ThiB may be considered the truest explana- 
tiod of why the English captain left Blue- 
fields at tho most critical time, while pre- 
tending to bo on tho lookout to intorocpt the 
prisoners should an attempt be made to take 
them to Greytown, when he could havo ac- 
complished the same purpoBO much easier In 
Bluefiolds waters." 

From Mr. Thompson's statements there ie 
not the slightest doubt left that everybody 
on board the Columbia, as well as alt ua 
board the steamer Rover, knew the exact 
hour when the prisoners wore put on board 
the Btoamer Yulu. When the Spaniards; 
passed, Bignals were exchanged with the 
Amerioan man-of-war. All who could 
be there were on board witness- 
ing, with fury in their hearts, the 
Yulu passing with tho prisoners towards 
Groytown. Mr. Thompson soyB that sovoral 
hours before tho Yulu left for Greytown. 
Captain Sumner waB informed of the inten- 
tions of the Spaniards and could have acted 
In the matter if he had wished to do so, but 
probably having instructions from our 
foreign office ho could do nothing. It is the 
opinion in Nicaragua that the Nicaragua, 
canal company's concession is, to a certain 
extent, responsible for the failure of the 
American government to display a firmer 
foreign poliey. 

Tho prosent situation in Bluefields is an 
deplorable as ever. Indians and Jamaican 
negroes are daily arrested and nobody U 
certain of his life and property, expooting 
every hour to be imprisoned on some frivo- 
lous charge. It is tho present opinion in 
Bluefields that the property of all foreigners 
who may have been banished from Nicara- 
gua, or who have left on their own acoonntt, 
will be confiscated by the government. At 
the time tho Rover left Bluefields the Col- 
umbia had left for Port Llmon and the Mar- 
blehead had jusb arrived. The steadier 
Yulu oame back from Greytown next oveu- 
ning after leaving Bluefields, bringing newr 
that Captain Stuart, of the English maa-of- 
war, had arrived at Greytown and visited 
the prisoners at the Greytown prison. 



TRUCULENT INDIANS.

Fort Hall was also notified by Secretary 
of State Curtis, and is now on route for 
Oivyhoo. Whon Johnston saw tho Indian* 
they acted in Buch a threatening manner 
that ho left hastily. He reported that the 
Indians killed a Chinaman yesterday, and 
the sottlors art. becoming alarmed. Secretary 
Curtis, in tho absence of Governor McGon- 
nell, is making an investigation of the 
matter.

FEASEE VALLEY EELIEF. 

Mayor Hoy of "Westminster Invites the Clos 
est Scrutiny of the Operations of 
the Committee. 

The following lottor appears in the News- 
Advertiser of yesterday : 
To the Editor of the News-Adcertiser : 

Sot : — In your issue of tills day appeara 
an extraot from the Nanaimo Free Preks, 
in which it ia stated that there are sorioua 
misgivings respecting the distribution of 
moneys entrusted to the Fraaer valley re- 
lief committee for the relief of distress 
caused by the flood. Permit me, as a mem- 
ber of the committee, to say that such mis- 
givings are groundless. The committee has 
granted relief only to persons who have 
been certified to be in need, and it haB not 
done more than grant temporary relief to 
any, except in the matter of fencing mater- 
ial. 

Fencea as well as crops wore carried away 
by tho floode. Those who were unoblo to 
procure Beed for a second crop were supplied 
l>y tho government up too certain date, and 
afterwards by tho relief committee aa far 08 
its resources at that time would permit. A 
large number of applications f jr fencing ma- 
toriai came in, and it was represented that 
the second crops would bo destroyed unless 
fences could bo got to protect thorn from tho 
ravages of cattlo. Those applications were 
favorably considered by tho committeo, but 
before filling them it sent an experienced 
man through tho distriot to enquire into 
tlio circumatancos of each caso and report, 
and upon that report its distribution of 
fencing waB largely based. 

A carload of wire waa purchased in Mon- 
treal, uud this and a largo quantity of fen- 
cing lumber has already boon distributed. 
Through tho generosity of cortain manufac- 
turers a conBidorablo quantity of flour and 
sugar were placed in the hands of tho com- 
mittee, This has been all distributed ex- 
cept a few sacks which romain for furthor 
consideration. Tho other rolief given haB 
been in tho form of seed and grocorioa. Tho 
system of aupplyine groceries was usually 
by an order for $5, $10 or $15 worth to a 
family. TneBo orders wero good to be 
applicant. When filled and so certified by 
the »pp ioant thoy wero sent by tho store- 
keeper to tho committoe to bo cashed. 

The committeo early adopted a system of 
forms and checks to avoid disorder and ir- 
regularity, and these precautions havo boen 
entirely satisfactory. Tho greatest care haB 
boen tukon to prevent imposition, and I am 
freo to affirm that if any of tho supplies 
h&vo been wrongly bestowed Iho proportion 
is oxtromoly small. It must be romemborcd 
that at first there woro many ctses of real 
distress whore immediate action aeomed 
moat nocesaary, and tho oommitteo felt that 
it would rather make a fow mistakes than 
incur tho responsibility of permitting 
human being' t-n bo Buffeting for lack of tho 
necessaries tf life. If stch miatakoa havo 
boen made, tno committee haa not yet boon 
made aware of it, and I am of opinion b tat

Departure of British and U. S. War^ 
aliiiia -Opinions as to the 
Future. 



Rumors That the Royalists Couteni 
plate a Coup in the Near 
Future. 



San Fuakcihco, Aug. 31.— Tho steamer 
Mariposa arrived from Sydney via Samoa 
and Honolulu jca'erday afternoon. Tho 
United Press onrreppondont at Honolulu 
writing under date of August 23, says : No 
United States warahip baa yet orrivod to re- 
place the Philadelphia. The Champion has 
bean away fcr target practice but is now 
anchored outside waiting for Her British 
Majesty's Hyaointhe to relievo her. This 
harbor is without a wurship for the first 
time in 19 months. This has not cauBed the 
least uneasiness or apprehension of disorder. 
Tho strength and high character of the gov- 
ernment are thoroughly respooted and con- 
fided in. President Dole left on August 21 
■for a vacation and deer hunting on Molokai. 
A difficulty oreated recently by the refusal 
to take the required oath by moat of the 
nativo jurymen was Boon removed by a large 
'number of natives volunteering to servo in 
their places. Registration is actively pro- 
gressing in all election districts except in 
Honolulu. Large numbers of natives aro 
taking the oath throughout tho islands, 

Ex-State Senator Oilman, of Boston, has 
been touring the group and questioning tho 
natives, whoso languBga he is f itniliar with, 
having formerly resided here 20 yeara. He 
has published tho following Btatoment of the 
result of his inquiries : " I should deaoribe 
the state of the nativea' minds as unoertain. 
They do not express sympathy for the past 
regime and when questioned simply say 
they do not know ua to the future. I havo 
found no definito form of opposition ex- 
pressed against the present government of 
such a naturo aa to exoito any fear in regard 
to the future. I have Jailed to find any de- 
termined resistance to tho powers that bo. 

"From interv ewa with leading peraons 
of both parties I have found it admitted 
that the present Government presents the 
most favorable promise for the future good 
of the islands and nation. In a recent inter- 
view with a very intelligent royaliet he 
stated their view of tho situation as followE: 
'Neither of the resolutions passed by either 
House of Congress upon tho Hawaiian affair 
intimates anything but approbation of tho 
course pursued by the President. Unless 
CongreBs takea soma adverae action before 
adjourMOg the wholo bucintsa will become 
relegated entirely to the President's discre- 
tion. Wo oannot doubt that he will then 
proceed to carry out his declared policy and 
vindioate the honor of the Unitod StaioB by 
restoring the Queen, who was dethroned by 
Stevens.' " 

This unquestionably represents tho belief 
and hopes cherished by a majority of the so- 
cial leaders in Honolulu, including the ex- 
Queen herself, who clings tenaciously to the 
hope of restoration by Mr. Cleveland. What 
change of opinion may result from the visit 
of her commissioners to Washington re- 
mains to be seen after they have reported. 

The Mariposa conveyed to Honolulu from 
Auckland the news of President Cleveland's 
recognition of the republic in a dispatch 
dated Washington City, Auguat 9. The 
newB was received with rejoicing by the an- 
nexationists, and with a shade of doubt by 
the royalists. No attempts at a revolution 
have been made sinco tho departure of the 
Philadelphia, although thore were many ru- 
mors that the royalists contemplated a coup 
d'etat in the near future. 



RECORD BREAKERS. 



The Cunard Cracki " Lucania " aad " Cam 
panla" Once More Kcllnse Tl»elr 
Beit Effort*. 

New York, Aug. 31.— Again the big 
Cunard ocean greyhound Lucania holds the 
westward record between Queenatown and 
New York. The Lucania arrived at the 
Sandy Hook lightship at 4:58 p.tn. to-day, 
after a passage of five days, eight hours and 
thirty. eight minuteB. The Lucania, pre 
vioub to sailing for New York, had juBt come 
off the dry-dock, whero she had her bottom 
thoroughly cleaned. The paaaage just com- 
pleted is the fastest on rocord from .Queens 
town. The Lucania wresta the supremacy 
from her siater ship, the Campania, beating 
the record made by the latter two weokB 
ago by fifty-one minutes. 
^London, Aug. 31.— The steamship Cam- 
pania, of the Cunard lino, whioh cleared tho 
bar at New York at 1:50 p.m., and passed 
Sandy Hook lightship at 2:0o p.m. on fciatur 
day, August 25, passed Daunt s Rook at 
o:'M o'clock thia morning, having m»de the 
paaaage in five days, twelve hours and seven 
minutes, beating the record by one hour and 
twenty minutes. 

ANA RUB IS l'S IN MEXICO. 

Arrival of Delegates to Begin an Orgjuitaml 
Propaganda. 

City of Mexico, Aug. 31 —It ia reported 
hero that the Bteamer latost from Barcelona 
has brought nine unarchiats on route for thiB 
city, with a view to begin a propaganda of 
their idoaa. Tho Spanish minister here has 
received a cablegram from Madrid and com- 
municated tho news to this government. 
President Dli z immediately ordered the 
arreBt of thu anarchists and their imprison- 
ment in tho fortress of Sau Juan Alva at 
Vera. Cruz, where they are now under Btrlot 
guard. The Froo MaBona of thiB capital 
have .issued a call to tho fraternity in all 
parte of the repuhlio to co operate in the 
pursuit of atarchiata landing at any Mexican 
ports.

Washington City, Aug. 31.— Tho 
Supreme Lodge of the Kuighta of Pythias 
have elected officora for tho ensuing term of 
two years. Walter Ritohie, of Lima, Ohio, 
was promoted from aupreme vice-ohancellor 
to Buproine ohnncellor, being eucoeeded us 
supreme viae-ohancdllor by Philip T. Col- 
grove of Haatinga, Mioh. Albert Stoinhart 
of Alabama, was made aupreme prelato ; Dr. 
R. I. C. White of Tennessee, who has held 
tho office for many years, waa re elooted to 
be supreme keeper of records and seal. 
Thomas G. Semple, of PennBylvanio, who 
waa some time ago appointed to fill the 
vacancy of Bupremo master of the exchequer, 
caused by tho failure of Mr. Wiley of Wil- 
mington, Del., which created a deficiency of 
some 570,000, waa oloctod to fill that office 
for the full term. A. D. Gardner of New 
York wsb made supreme maater at arms; 
James Moulson, of Now Brunawick, aupreme 
muster of tho inner guard, while John W. 
Thompson, of Washington City, waBolooted 
supreme master of tho outer guard. John 
A. Hinsey, of Wisconsin, was chosen chair- 
man of the board of control. 

Tho Pythian exercieeB last night were con- 
fined principally to social visiting of com- 
panies to their oomradea' camps and general 
festivities.

A PAPAL LEGATION. 

The Church Will Hereafter Be Permanently 
Represented In tlie United States. 

Washington, Aug. 31.— Statements have 
been published from time to time in the 
United States and abroad in relation to the 
establishment in this country of a perman- 
ent legation representing the Churoh of 
Rome in matters ecclesiastical, but official 
confirmation of them up to thiB time haB not 
been obtained. Somo days ago Pope Lee 
notified ArchbiBhop Satolli, tho apostolic 
delegate here, that it was deemed best for 
the internets of the church that a representa- 
tive of tho church should reside in the 
United States, and ho was given to under- 
stand that he would be kept resi- 
dent apoBtolio delegate. Up to the 
present time no information to the 
contrary had been sent to him from the 
Vatican. A reporter of tho United Press 
called at'the legation, to-day to inquire cor> 
cerning tho report from Rome that at the 
end Of thia year Monsiguor Satolli would 
return to the Vatican at tho request of the 
Pope. After a Bhort consultation with 
Monsignor Satolli, Dr. Papin, his secretary, 
made the statement : " The delegate has 
not yet been advised by the Pope as to thia 
matter, and in view of that fact, he did not 
believe that the report was true. Whether 
Mgr. Satolli be recalled or not some one 
would be maintained hero in tho office he 
occupies. This is now a permanent lega- 
tion whioh represents Pope Leo in church 
affairs" After making this important 
declaration, Dr. Papia refused to diacuea tho 
matter further. In viow of the satitfiotory 
manner in which the differences in the 
Cathollo churoh in thia country have been 
aettled by Mgr. Satolli, ond of the good 
feeling that generally prevails within the 
church it ia the opinion here that Mgr. Sa- 
tolli will not bo recalled. 



WANT THEIR PRIZES- 

British Kxnibitors at Chicago 8ay Their 
Medals Have Not Even Been 
Dealgned. 

London, Aug. 31. — In a letter addreesed 
to tbe Times several men who had exhibits 
at the Chicago fair complain that the mod 
ale and other badgeB of honor awarded them 
have not been received, and that iriquiriea 
after the information have been ignored by 
tho British commiaaion.

A <>UEER ACCUSATION. 

The first eentenoe of the loading article in 
Thursday's Times ia certainly peculiar, 
** The morning paper," it runB, " is suspici- 
ously zealous in its eagerness to damage tho 
sity water." Tbera is nothing, surely, in 
•what we aaid about the city by-law to lead 
anyone to the conclusion that we desired to 
damage tho city water, Wo would like to 
improve that water if wo could, and to be 
accused of being not only eager to damage 
it but " zealous in our cagorneaB," it, we 
protest, doing us great injustice. We, how 
sver, have a notion that the words were 
ltrung together for no other purpose than to 
jjet in among thorn the word "suspiciously, 
Tho object of the writer evidently wua to 
«reate the impression that there was some' 
thing suspicious in our remarks about the 
■water by law. 

We would like to know where the bub 
pi'oion comes in. The ground we have taken 
%>n the subject ia the ground we have always 
occupied. There is nothing auspicious in 
reiterating that in our opinion the Council 
ihould havo a good doal more information 
than it possesses with reapect to the quan 
tity of the wator Bupply and tho prospoct of 
its being sufficient for the future needs of 
the city, 

Tho Times rashly states : " The quality 
and quantity of the water in Elk lake is 
known to every person who has given the 
lubject the slightest attention during the 
Van* ten years." The quality and quantity 
of tho water in Elk lake have not been 
known to every person who has given his 
attention to tho subject. As to its quality, 
it ia not so long ugo that an analysis of tho 
water was published showing that it waa 
■nncornrnonly ouro and wholosomo, and tho 
other day an analysis was published show 
ing that it is quite tho reverse. How great 
a supply the water-shed of tho Lake Is cap- 
able©} yielding, baa always been an unknown 
quantity to ull but a favored few, and it ia 
hy no meanB cortuin that they are in a posi- 
tion to give information on which it is safe 
for an intelligent Council, which has tho 
interests of tho city at heart, to rely. It is 
very evident that tho calculation of thoso 
who havo hitherto been onlruated with tho 
axpendituro of money on tho waterworks 
have not bocn exact. It will be generally 
admittod that the city is to-day vory far in- 
deed from having a supply of good, pure 
water sufficient for all purposes. There are 
peraons who would wish to bo thought foun- 
tains of information on thia subject, who 
havo not acquirod the knowlodgo concern- 
ing it which skilled persons consider 
elementary. 

It is suroly not auspicious to suggest that 
it ia not B&fe, when it is proposed to spend a 
largo sum of money to extend and improve 
tho waterworks, to depend for professional 
»d rice on any but the very best men. To 
engage in a pormanont work of thia kind 
maroly to carry out tho crude theories of 
uninstructed and inexperienced men, would 
Lo indeed suspicious. It would look as if 
those who undertook it wanted to 
havo the handling of tho citizens' 
money without taking tho precau- 
tions that common sense dictates that it 
ahonld bo intelligently and profitably ex- 
panded. Is there not, wo ask our contem- 
porary, grounds for suspicion when men 
"aro zialoui in their eagerness" to get 



raonoy to spend on a work which requires 
special knowledge for its construction, with- 
out obtaining tho best professional advloe 1 

We do not think that there waa anything 
suspioious in stating it as our conviction 
that tho ratepayers would not consenb to 
place a large sum in tho hands of tho oity 
oouncil without first having tho best pos- 
sible asBuranco that tbo money would be 
spout for a specific purposo and under 
capable direction. Is it not rather suspioi 
ous to see a journal advocating the puasago 
of a by law so loose'y drawn up and so in 
defiuito as to givo every alderman who had a 
hobby to ride, or a purposo to serve, tho 
widest discretion. It does not rcquiro a legal 
mind to see that tho by-law on which tho 
rato-payerB are asked to vote givos tho city 
council tho greatest latitude. Under it tho 
greater part of tho §1(50,000 may bo frittered 
away in foolish experiments and in tho 
attempt to carry out impracticable fadB, 
without the citizona getting for their monoy 
any convenience or advantage at all oom- 
monsurate with the amount ex- 
pended. Whatpublic-spirited citizens want 
iB to have overy dollar apont in Buoh a way 
that tho city Bhall havo its full value. This 
can only l>o done whon tho improvements 
aro made under nkilled direction and aa part 
of a system intended to supply tho city with 
wator for all time to come. Any othor way 
of doing tho work is not only suspiciouB but 
foolish and wasteful in tho extreme 

Ourcontemporary acouseBuaof having some 
motivo inmisrepresenting "thodefecta of the 
pro'ent Bystem." Whait moans by this it ie 
diliioulb to aay. Wo said nothing whatovor 
about tho " defects of tho system," What 
wo wore concerned about wore tho dofeots of 
tho by-law. Even the Times doos not ven 
turo to say that we misrepresented them 
Wo also expressed ouropiuion that the rate 
payors would not vote in the dark or allow 
tho City Council to engage in the work of 
extending and improving the supply of 
water of the water workB of the city of Vic 
toria without first getting from an enginoer 
of high ' reputation such information and 
advice as a professional man of standing 
alone can give. What is thore auspicious in 
our presuming that tho ratepayers will aot 
liko intelligent and prudent men and women'.' 
Suspicion rather attaches to those who want 
to ruah blindly into the work and are afraid 
to seek the best advice obtainable. 



THE BLUEFIELDS DIFFICULTY. 

Thoro is trouble still at Bluefielde. The 
Government of Nicaragua insists upon its 
claim to the Moequito territory and con 
tinues to doal summarily with those whether 
white, black or copper colored who hesitate 
to acknowledge its sovereignty. It is seen 
that neither the United States nor Great 
Britain places any obstacle in the way of 
Nicaragua obtaining complete possession of 
tho Territory. The reason of this is simple. 
The country belongs of right to Nicaragua 
The Mosquito Territory was nominally in 
dependent during the first half of tho pres- 
ent century. Great Britain, for many years, 
exercised a kind of protectorate over it. But 
by the Clayton Bulwer troaty in 1850 Great 
Britain surrendered this protectorate and 
it subsequently conveyed to Nicaragua all 
her right and title to the territory, guaran- 
teeing at the same time tho native chief tho 
powers ha possessed. Nicaragua allowed 
him one thousand dollars a year, but the ar- 
rangement was to end in 1870. So that for 
the last twenty-four years Nicaragua has 
been the rightful owner of tho Mosquito 
Territory. But tho country was in an un- 
quiet condition, and it waa not until thia 
year that Nicaragua could find time and 
mejins to effectively assert her sovereignty, 
over tho Mosquito Coast. It has during the 
interval boon almost independent, tho na- 
tive chiefs, of whom the last is named Clar- 
ence, exeroising a kind of sovereignty ovcrit. 
Clarenoe somewhat feebly resisted tho 
attempt of Nicaragua to got possession of 
the country. He, it appears, believed that 
the British would aid him in his resistance. 
But he finds himself mistaken. All that 
Great Britain did was to offer him and some 
of his followers protection. The United 
States olao held aloof, and tho country is 
now in the unjuestioned possession of 
Nicaraguo. Tho Nioaraguans appear to have 
treated those who attompted to resist their 
authority rather roughly. Among theso 
was the British consul, who iB now in con- 
finement at Blutfields, and some American 
traders, who aro also under arreat. But it 
is moro than likely that whon the authority 
of Nicaragua ia acknowledged by the wholo 
population of tho territory, tho prisoners will 
boliborated and poaoo will roign in llluefiolds 
onco more. 



A GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

Tho American sugar refiners aro going to 
mnko immeneo profitB this year. Tho Am- 
erican niothod of enacting the tariff law 
gavo them a splendid ohunco. In Canada 
tho importer ia supposod not to know what 
tho duty is to bo. The now tariff is an- 
nounced by tho Finance Minister say, early 
in tho aftornoon. and it goea into i fleet im- 
mediately. In tho United States I he tariff 
ia openly discuBBod for wooks— it may be 
months — bofore tho duty is decidod upon. 
ThiB givoa speculators an excollont chance 
of either buying or aeliing in anticipation of 
tho now tariff. It will be remembered that 
undor tho McKinloy tariff raw sugar was on 
tho free list. It was known protty early in 
tho session that a majority of the Senate 
would insist on a duty on sugar. Tho sugar 
refiners, belioving thia, importod all the 
sugar they could proouro and placed it in 
bond. Tho now duty is 40 por cent, on raw 
sugar, this is equivalent at prosont prices to 
li cunts a pound. The annual con- 
sumption of Bugar in tho United 
StateB is 4,348,209,400 poundB. It ia said 
that tho rofinerB havo o:i hand an immense 
quantity ( f sugar, Thia sugar haa paid no 
duty, und it will compcto with sugar that 
haa paid 40 percent. This givos tho provi- 
dent rofiuers an immense advantage over 



those who havo not been provident, so muoh 
ao that it is calculated that the speculators 
will make the iminonso Bum this year of 
$25,000,000 on aoaount of being ablo to get 
the sugar in free. It is no wonder that tho 
Sugar Syndioate was willing to pay almost 
anything for the legislation they want, 
CoogresB has been bo accommodating ob lo 
put twonty-five millions of tho people's 
monoy in their pookete. 

UNITED STA'/'&S RAILWAYS. 

We havo rtoeived an advance copy of 
the Report on the Statistics of Railways 
in the Unitpd StattB for the year ending 
June 'M, ISO:!, prepared by tho Statis- 
tician of Iho Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. Tho report contuins un immense 
amount of information relative to tho rail- 
ways of tho United States. From it wo 
learn that the railwuy milcago in the 
United States laat year was 176,- 
4IU.07. ThiB gives 5 94 mi'.ea of line 
for every 100 miles of territory. Alaska iB, 
we see, not included in thia calculation, and 
land Burfioa alone is taken, Thoro are also 
'20.51 milea of railway lor every 10,000 in- 
habitants on tho baais of a population of 
00,551,571. Some idea may bo iormed of 
tho immonBO importance t f the railway in- 
terest in tho United StateB, whon it la 
known that tho total number of men aud 
boys in the service of its railways is 873,00:2. 
Tho Report saya : 

The total number in tho service of rail- 
ways in tho United States on Juno .'JO, IS'.).'!, 
was 873.002, being an increase of 5'2, 187 
over tho number employed the provious 
year- It should bo remembered thut thia is 
tho numbor on tho pay rolls of the railways 
on the dato named, and not the average 
number employed during tho year. Tho new 
mileage taken into operation during tho 
year covered by the report was 4,897 55, but 
since the larger portion of this mileage wus 
in the Western and Northwestern aections 
of the country it was not brought into 
operation with as large a number 
of men per 100 miles of line as in tho 
country at large. Miking proper allowanco 
on this account, it is probable that the new 
milooge gavo employment to about 20,000 
men, from which it appears that something 
over 30,000 men were taken into employ- 
ment on the lines already under operation. 
The annual rate of increase in population ie 
about 2.50 per cent ; the rate tf increase in 
railway employment during the year cov 
ered by this report was 6 per cent. Tho 
former percentage p( r ains to the entire 
population, while the latter pertains to 
bread winnora on'y. Clearly, there is no 
tendency as yet for the railway industry to 
lessen its claim, relative to the claims of 
othor industries, on the laboring population 
of the country.

All was quiet on board the Rithet about .'i 
o'olook yesterday morning when a Budden 
splash arouBed the watchman. Help was 
Beoured and a Siwash named Donan, a NaaB 
river man, was hauled out of the water. He 
was almost lifeless when rescued, and all 
effortB to bring him around failed. Learn- 
ing of his death somo of hia friends started the 
cry of " foul play," and began to make 
throats against the remainder of the gang. 
Superintendent Husaey waa notified and 
went out to Sidney. He succeeded in stop- 
ping tho fighting talk and an inquest waa 
held on the remains.

Situation on the Mainland Far From 
Cheering-The Otter Point 
Bridge Gone. 

-* ' 

Tho mournful tolling of the harbor fog 
bell and the frequent sound of tho -Race 
Rocks alarm wero not required to tell resi- 
dents that it was a foggy day. Tho Buffo- 
oating Btnoke of the week had disappeared, 
but the damp mist whioh succeeded, while 
proforable no doubt, mado navigation 
equally difficult and dangoroua. The- fog 
penetrated everywhere, and uctuatod like a 
well saturated blanket on tho hush fires of 
tho Island, which were reported aa dying 
out all alorg tho railway line. Few, if any, 
save tho marino men, regretted tho change, 
for the fires wero beginning to uBsumo seri- 
ous dimensions. In Saanich district a quan- 
tity of cut hay and tome standing grain be- 
longing to Mr. Sluggett are Baid to have 
been burned, whilo Mount Nnwton had 
been outlined in firo for two entire days. On 
the E <fc N. railway tho fires have, it is 
supposed, exhausted thcmsolves, having de- 
stroyed everything in range in some places, 
even to tho telegraph poles. 

On tho water tho fog hold absolute sway, 
steamers and sailing craft feeling their way 
about with difficulty. Tho R. P. Rithet, 
on her regular trip from tho Fraser river, 
did not reach Victoria until 10 o'olock yes- 
terday morning, tho combination of amoke 
and fog boing of course responsible. She 
succeeded, however, in finding hor way to 
Sidney, whero a number of hor passengers 
disombarked on Thursday night, coming on 
to the city by special tiain. Tho stoamer 
anchorod in the bay over night and found 
her way home very oautioUBly by daylight. 
Inolu (led in hor cargo was a large quantity 
of salmon for trans-shipment East over tho 
Northern Paoifio, which was re-loaded by 
the City of Kingston laBt evening. 

In the Straita the big collier Ivooweenaw, 
bound up to Nanaimo for oargo in charge of 
Pilot Sabiston, ia reported to have grazud a 
rock, roturning immediately thereafter to 
hor anchorage of tho night beforo, and re- 
porting her experience at tho Amerioan con- 
sulate. The pilot vigorously doniea that the 
Keowoenaw touched rock or tand, and says 
that it muBt have boon somo other votsol 
that cime into dangor. Off Otter Point, a 
large steam tug loomed up out of the fog in 
the early morning, and would certainly have 
struck had not Mr. Gordon's alarm sign*,!* 
benn seen and understood in time. 

Reports from other portions tf tho Pro- 
vinne are publiahed below : 

New Westminster, Aug, 31. — (Special) 
Tnere was no ohange for tho better in the 
fog and smoko situation to-day. If any- 
thing the weather waB thicker than over. 
The stoamer Gladya waB several hours late 
in starting up the liver, and the Bon Accord 
did not get down from Langley until 1 
o'olock this afternoon. At 2 o'olock the 
Edgar reached port from Ladners four hours 
late. 

Bush fires continue burning but no alarm- 
ing reports came to hand to day. It will be 
somo time yet beforo the full extent of the 
damage done is known. None of the saw 
mill companies' limits have been affected 
yet, and precautions are beirg taken to pre- 
vont the fire from reaching them, 

Nanaimo, Aug 31. — (Special)— Tho forest 
fires have worked considerable damage in 
tho Five Aero Lots, Chase River and Cedar 
districts. A lot of fencing has been de- 
stroyed and some Btock perished. The fires 
have about burned themselves out now. 
The city was enveloped in amoke all day.

The tolegraph wire is 
now lying acroaa the road and down for 
quite o distance.

Tho Bishop of Columbia was mot at 
the gate by Rov. J. A. Leakey BD(1 M r - 
Nightingale, and a procession was formed 
whioh wended its way round tho borders of 
tho graveyard, singing Psalms 49 and 115 
Tho Bishop then read thu sontouco of con- 
Booration. 

The congregation aftorwarda entercil the 
abtirch and morning pruyer was said by 
Rev, J. A. Leakey, the Bpeoial leastins being 
read by Mr. Nightingale. Tho Bishop gave 
a short aeldress, in which ho expressed his 
thankfulness thatthorowus sufficient care for 
religion in Cobble Hill to lead tho people to 
cloar and prepare with thoir own handa a 
ohurohyard, and among thomselvoi to pro- 
vide for regular sorvioos in tho ohuroh.

Association of New 
York. 



The Peopln Must Certainly Abide by 
the Law aud Respect 
Order. 

(From the Now York Timoa.) 
No thoughtful American, we think, can 
read Judge Cooley'a uddreBS to the Bar As- 
Booiation at Saratoga without ooming to the 
conclusion that the author chose precisely 
the most important topic that can juat now 
ongage the attention of American lawyers, 
or, indeed, of American laymen. The sub- 
ject of the address was the duty which lay 
upon lawyerB to uphold the law and eo dis- 
courage and help to punish any infractions 
of it whatever, no matter upon what pre- 
tenses they might be oxoueed. Thiers 
really a duty that reata oqually upon all 
citizenB. Every naturalized oitizen takes an 
oath to support the constitution, and such 
an oath might well be required of every 
native oitizen if there were any necessity for 
it. Judge Cooley ia quito right in saying 
that the first duty of lawyers ie to uphold 
the law and to do what they oan to induce 
reapect for the law and obedience to if, but 
this is no more their duty than it is tho duty 
of all the rest of us. 

Ib it true that the American people are be- 
coming more lawless then they formerly 
were, less disposed to yield prompt and will- 
ing obedience to the law because it is the 
law? The instances given by Judge Cooley 
of i.uch a change and degeneration *re very 
recent and very striking. They sum them- 
. ;i'.vea up into three main classes : The law- 
less lynchiag of negroes, especial y in the 
Southern States ; tho lawless behaviour of 
the tramps that have been traversing the 
country and making or pretending to make 
for Washington ; and tho lawless behaviour 
of the recent strikers in the West. No 
doubt these instances are very striking and 
calculated to induce serious ri Auction. 

As to the lynching of negroes, in the 
south or elsewhere, it ia the mark, wherever 
it occurs, of a barbarous community. It, is 
what we <xpeot of a frontier settlement 
whore civilized institutions have not yet 
been established, and where public opinion 
judges, decides and punishes without form. 
In a Bottled community it shows a lack of 
what may be called communal self-respect. 
There is something to be said for the "wild 
justice'' of lynching iD a case, like that of 
the Italians at New Orleans, where the 
machinery ( f justice haa broken down and 
failed to perlorm ita functiona. There is 
nothing at ull to bo said for it where the 
couttiare ip'n and prepare! to do justice. 
The particular crime Jor which negroia are 
lynched ia not capital by the laws of any 
State, and this omiasioa is often urged as an 
excuae for the lyncher" In fnc", it ia an 
aggravation of their cITenae. If it bo true 
tnac public opinion in any State sustains the 
mob in making the offense oapiral, publio 
opinion could sustain the law-making bodv 
in making it cipital. If it be "the people" 
who irregularly put negro ravishera to death, 
it is tho people who are to blame for not pro- 
viding that they ehall ho regularly and law- 
fully put to death. 

With reBpeot to the tramps and the riot- 
ers the case ia the same. A man haa a right 
to go abiut at his pleasure, if he can afford 
if. He begins to be in the army tho mo- 
ment he begins to use anything in the na- 
ture of coercion or menace to induce other 
people to sapport him, if he be a tramp; to 
indnce other people to quit work, if he be a 
striker. When it cornea to stealiug trains, 
in the one casp, or destroying property in 
the other, it is necessary that the offense be 
punished in a severe and exemplary fashion. 
This is where the lawyers are especially to 
blame, because the machinery of justice is 
in thiir handp. They share the usual Am- 
erican easiness and good nature. When the 
crisia is once past and the danger for tho 
time over, they, like the r 'St of up, are too 
willing to " let by-gonea be by-gonea," and 
to forget that justice has claims, If It were 
as certain aa it ought to be that every riot- 
ous tramp and every riotous striker would 
bo punished for rioting, that would be an 
end of disorderly vagrancy or disorderly 
striking. 

In respect to lynching, thiDgs are no worse 
than they have always been. In respeot to 
riot they are worse. It is to be feared ?bat 
this degeneration Is to be charged to tho ac- 
count of "L\bor." When " labor leaders'- 
gi to the governor of a state, as they did to 
a governor of this state, and induce him to 
recommend a modification of the laws against 
conspiracy, in the interest of strikers, bo 
that they may safely bully and frighten non 
striking workingmen, so long as they re 
frain from physical force ; or when they can 
induce a governor to tuko sides with riot 
and protest against the suppression of it, bb 
th<y did with that misers ble wretch, the 
Governor of Illinois, thon it really does 
seem as if tho American spirit of rcBpect 
for law were degenerating. It is all the more 
necessary to uphold it, bi'ciuso thoro is such 
an increasing number of foreigners who havo 
no respect for law, or for anything e!so ex 
cept visible phyaical force, and who aro in 
need of being taught. Whoever condones a 
violation of tho law has bin aharo to boar of 
tho responsibility for lawlessness. Who- 
ever complains of existlug laws as unjust, 
without attempting to show whoroin they 
are unjust or proposing fpecific amendments 
to them, is an active missionary of lawlots 
ness and a publio malofaotor. This is tho 
judgment which, harsh as it may seem, is a 
juat judgment upon Buoh amiablo visionaries 
as Prof. Ely and Mr. Howolle. If the poo 
pie will not obey tho laws tho peoplo make, 
that is an end of government by the people 
Judge Cooley has oarned the publio grati 
tudo by his denunciation of tho Bpirit of 
lawlesBneaa and hia exhortation to hia coun- 
trymen to abide the law.

Whatever misfortune) there may be in the 
number, the thirteen hard-working men who- 
form the Viotoria post office corpa of letter 
carriers seem to feel ita full weight. In 
past years they have found it hard enough 
to maintain themselves — and in six instances 
support wives and familos — upon the slender 
salaries of $40 por month, loda 90 cents for- 
superannuation fund, which the Duminiou 
Government allowa aa compensation for 
their services. Now tho situation has been 
rendered even more unenviable, for the sal- 
aries have been reduced to §29 10 per month 
net, and there does not appear to be much 
immediate prospect of a return to the for- 
mer rate of wagos, which all who have lived 
any time in British Columbia must admit is 
the lowest at whiohany man can bo ixpooted 
to maintain himself in decency 

It was last month that the carriers made 
the unpleasant discovery that the provisional 
allowance of $10 per month had been with- 
drawn ; their payment for July and August 
haB been at the reduced rate, and when they 
waited upon the representatives of the city 
in tho Houbo of Commons, neither Mr. Eirle 
nor Mr. Prior could hold out much encour- 
agement. 

Mr. Earle told them that tho allowance 
had nob been voted this year, he was very 
sorry to say, and while he and his brother 
member would uso their utmost endeavors 
to secure it, they could not promise any- 
thing. Sir Adolpho Caron, the pasunastor- 
goneral, is now in England, and until he re- 
turns to Ottawa little if anything could be 
done, 

The carriers have every confidence in the 
assurance of tho members that they will 
work energetically 10 Becuro the restoration 
of the allowance, but at the came time they 
cannot but feel the pinch of actual neces- 
sity. 

" Fifty dollars a month ia little enough 
for our work," said one of the carriers yes- 
terday, " trudging dreary rounds winter 
and summer, in heat and cold, rain and 
snow. When they come to cut that down 
to less than Chinaman's wages— for you 
couldn't get a Chinaman to work for $29.10 
a month— it ia worse than injustice, and I 
think everyone in Victoria will admit it." 

" We count upon the local press doing ita 
best to help us ; our claim is a just one, and 
our papers I am sure will champion our 
ottuse. We have always given the people of 
Victoria good service, but can they look for 
it at the rate we are paid ? Can the depart- 
ment expect to geb honest, reliable, intelli- 
gent men at the rate now paid 1 I, for one, 
have a family to support, and I cannot make 
ends meet on leas than $30 a month, try as 
I may. 

" Unless the allowance is restored I am 
afraid the carriers will be forced to resign in 
a body." 

PREFERENTIAL TRADE. 

(Frcm tho Toronto Kmplro.) 
Mr. Seton-Karr, the distinguished Eng- 
lish M.P. who haB been paying Toronto a 
visit, has imparted some of his views to 
press reporters. Not the least important of 
these is the statement that he supports 
" fair trade " or a modified form of protec- 
tion for England, and that a great many 
members of the Conservative party, includ- 
ing Lord Salisbury, are of the same opinion. 
As be says, the question is overshadowed by 
other issues. But there can be little doubt 
that a movement to modify the customs 
tariff policy of Great Britain cannot long be 
staved off. 

Opponents of preferential Imperial trade 
Beek to show that Col. Howard Vincent is 
the only active|ind prominent politician who 
supports a change in the British tariff policy 
and that a movement in that direction has 
no chance of success. The wish ia father to 
the thought. Mr. Soton-Karr ia a man of 
wide information, an authority on India, 
having a practical knowledge of commer- 
cial affairs and he repreaents a working 
class constituency. There aro plenty of 
others like him in England, and tho day is 
drawing nearer when their influence will 
frame legislation. 

The advocates of preferential trade do 
not deny that; tho auccesa of free trade in en- 
riching the great classes of Britiah middle- 
men forma a bulwark of resistance to change. 
But now that the two dominant elements, 
the farmers and the manufacturing inter- 
ests in England, find that foreign competi- 
tion is wearing thorn out, the agitation for 
some form of protection ia likely to be re- 
newed,

Utility amt Intercolonial Advantages. 

London, Aug. 30. — The Times this morn- 
ing Bays : "The Canadian government lost 
uo time in giving effect to tho resolution of 
the Ottawa conference as to the Pacific 
cable. Amongst the estimates submitted is 
one by Siemens, fixing the capital outlay of 
the establishment cf tho line at £2,000,000 
ThiB is a practical proposal, ehowing that 
the question has entered a stage in which 
the governments concerned must decide 
what part they will take. Tho interest* are 
not wholly financial. The main considera- 
tion ia rather public utility. The nation 
laying the first Pacifio cablo and putting the 



first good line of BteamBhlps on the Pacifio 
may reasonably expect to hold a command- 
ing position on the ocoun. In tho efforts 
which the British colonies are making to 
secure this for Great Britain they are aim- 
ply obeying tho diotates of their own ad- 
vantage. 

THE COUNT OF PARIS. 

Death of the Representative Bourbon Hourly 
Expected. 

Paris, Aug. 31. — The Agonce Nationale, 
a royaliat concern, Bays that tho Count of 
Paris is failing steadily and hiB death may 
occur at any moment. 

Tho newspapers quoto muoh to day from 
tho Count of Paris' luBt political letter which 
he addressed to Baron Lambert. In view of 
his approaching death they aaoribo excep- 
tional importanca to the auntimenta exproBB- 
ed in it. Part of the letter is : " Franoo 
h beginning to yearn for a strong 
government to end tbo aoandala and 
overt tho dangers arising from tho existing 
regime. Exporicnco proves that she will 
never find such a govornniont under the Re- 
publican form. Still the Royaliata, while 
reserving the question of prinoiple, 
must not allow thomselveB to _ be 
accused of syetematio obstruction." When 
tho letter was written the Count of Paris 
evidently felt that his end was near, for ho 
nferred in tho closing Bentencoa to the ter- 
rible internal pains which had prostrated 
him. 



" THEY SPEND DOUBLE " 

Andrew Carnegie Thinks American Working- 
men Can Live on Half the PieBeut CoBt. 

London, Aug. 31. — Androw Carnegie has 
an article in tho Septomher Contemporary 
Review concerning Lihor in America. He 
saya that a workingman can live for lees in 
America, if he chooaeB, than in Great 
Britain, provided that he will live as fru- 
gally. In oonBequenoe Mr. Carnegie thinks 
the argument that wagea must be higher in 
America ia fallacious. A pound judicioualy 
expended in America on tho ntcessariea of 
life would afford the workingman'a family 
more oomforta than would tho same amount 
spent here. Tho American workingman'a 
position waa like that of the old Scotch wo- 
man, who, when aBked if aho could live on a 
cortain annuity, replied that aho could live 
on half of it, but could spend " dooble." 

UNDER PROTECTION. 

Korea's King Is Careil Kor By the Chinese 
General. 

London, Aug. 30. — A dispatch to the 
Standard from Berlin Beys : According to 
the latest communications from the East the 
Korean king ia under the protection of the 
Chinese Gonoral Yah. Competent judges do 
not bolievo the king declared himself Inde- 
pendent of China It is aaid that Rus- 
sia, profiting by the Korean difficulty, haa 
put pressure on China to compel her to make 
concessions ia the Pamirs. China, however, 
refuses to yield an inch of territory. 

FLOUR FREIGHTS. 

California Men Aiijrry Over the Late In- 
crease of GO Per Cent, to the Orient. 

San Francisco, Aug. 31 —Flouring men 
are angry over the riae of 50 per cent, in 
the rates for fl >ur on tho Cnina line. A 
shipping man said : The Pacific Mail and 
Occidental & Oriental oompanies had to fol- 
low the riae of the Canadian and Northern 
Pacific companiea. This statement may 
seem somewhat- strange on its face, 
bub it is expUined in the first place 
that the low rate on fl >ur was the 
result of tho Canadian Paoific'a fight againat 
tho local companies, tho latter being obliged 
to meet overy cur. and for nearly two yoars 
the rate haa been £1 a ton. Now they have 
raised the rate to protect tho California 
xhippera. Tho Northern Pacific will be the 
first line on which the new rato will go into 
effaot, for a atf anier will lnavo Tacoma bo- 
fore the Belgfc leaves Sau Francisco."
